Classified according to their atti­ 
tude toward tips, the Americans 
who travel may bo roug hly divided 
into three g roups—thoso who are 
rich, careless and liberal; those who 
are of toug h fiber and will g ive noth­ 
ing that they do not feel is really 
iue, and those who either cannot 
afford tips, or, being able to do so, 
are annoy ed with the sense that they 
are jiay ing what they do not owe 
and are making it bard for those 
who cannot pay or should not and 
y et who cannot g et the service they 
are entitled to without u. 
To the 
first and second classes the matter 
is o f little consequence. To the third 
it is sometimes a source of serious 
disturbance of mind or of still more 
serious disturlx ance of tho personal 
or family budg ot. 
To these tho ne­ 
cessity of g iving tips may be either 
a persistent and obtrusive nuisance 
or a g rave restriction on hard earn­ 
ed enjoy ment or t.rticroation. 
Very few are blind to tho pleas­ 
ures of tipping . Even the p<x>r man 
who indulg es in it with full knowl­ 
edg e of the sacrifice he is imposing 
on himself or family and whose in­ 
dulg ence is paid for by a substantial 
shortening of tho outing he would 
otherwise have is sensitive to tho 
g ratification of occupy ing for a few 
momenta tho position of a sup« » rior 
person and is tickle« ! by the flavor 
of servility in the service he g ets. 
But in the sober reflection that 
oomes with the reckoning ho may 
s«H) that the practice is substantially 
an imposition and quite unjustified. 
On railway s and steamboats, in ho­ 
tels and boarding houses, wherever 
a reg ular obarg o is made for a well 
defiu« 3d equivalent, tho rig hts of all 
are tbe same, and common fairness 
requires that those should be re- 
Bpeoted without favor or discrimi­ 
nation. 
In the case of common car­ 
riers and in the larg er houses this 
rule oug ht to be observed with 
strictness and can bo enforced per­ 
fectly if those in authority choose so 
to have it. 
Tho entire feasibility of such a 
sy stem is shown in our social clubs, 
where all tipping is strictly for­ 
bidden. 
It is shown, too, in a few- 
rare instances of hotels and restau­ 
rants, whoso proprietors have found 
it as profitable as it is decent to 
make it known that they and they 
alono will pay their employ ees. 
It 
ia not a question of what can be 
done, but o f what employ ers are 
willing to do. 
And as to that there 
is unfortunately very little room 
for doubt. 
They will, as a rule, do 
nothing . 
Thoy will prefer the sav­ 
ing , whatever it is, that they can 
make in wag es to the profit thoy 
mig ht make in increasing their cus­ 
tom by u fair and impartial sy stem 
and to tbe satisfaction they mig ht 
find iu such a sy stem. 
Yet it is 
probable that if, say , the two g reat 
parlor oar companies of the country 
should unite in abolishing ti^is and 
in enforcing faithful and courteous 
service from thoso they employ 
they could do much toward break­ 
ing up the practice throug hout the 
land and witho ut cost to them­ 
selves. It would bo as practical and 
sensible a step as the adoption of a 
better lubricant for the machinery . 
It would reiluco friction and make 
travel more attraotive, more g en­ 
eral and in that ratio more profita­ 
ble. 
The railroad mag nate who 
should in earnest establish such a 
reform would do as g ood work as 
he who founds a oolleg o.—New 
York Times.

The legal 
expenses are defined by the act as: 
For personal traveling expenses. 
Hall rent, etc, for the delivery of 
speeches 
Payment of public speakers and 
musicians. 
Printing aud distribution of lists of 
candidates, sample tickets, newspa­ 
pers, pamphlets, posters, etc. 
For challengers at the polls. 
Copying and classifying, of poll 
lists. 
Making canvass of votes. 
For postage, telegraph service, etc. 
Clerk hire at headquarters. 
Conveying infirm or disabled voters 
to [tolls. 
This is the first time in the history 
of Minnesota where candidates have

Minnesota, which* sharing with Ver­ 
mont the unique distinction of oev^r 
having wavered in her loyalty to the 
Republican party, and which this 
year bas again proved hereself worthy 
of her proud title of North Star state 
by giving to McKinley a majority of 
more than 50,000, and by adding 
thereto the Republican state ticket, 
the fall Republican delegation to the 
Natoma! bouse of representatives, and 
a large Republican majority in the 
state legislature. 
In any contect involving the Na­ 
tional integrity, physical or moral, the 
state of ^lejauder Ramsey 
and 
William Windom need never be con­ 
sidered doubtful.'’

They will prefer the sav­ 
ing, whatever it is, that they can 
make in wages to the profit they 
might make in increasing their ous 
tom by a fair and impartial system 
and to the satisfaction they might 
find in such a system. 
Yet it is 
probable that if, say, the two great 
parlor oar companies of the country 
should unite in abolishing tips and 
in enforcing faithful and courteous 
service from those they employ 
they could do muoh toward break­ 
ing up the practice throughout the 
land and without cost to them­ 
selves. It would be as practical and 
sensible a step as the adoption of a 
better lubricant for the machinery. 
It would reduoe friction and make 
travel more attractive, more gen­ 
eral and in that ratio more profita­ 
ble. 
The railroad magnate who 
should in earnest establish suoh a 
reform woald do as good work as 
he who founds a oollege.— New 
York Times.

An old St. Louisan who will not 
allow his name to be mentioned 
tells the following personal experi­ 
ence he bad with Lincoln and Stan­ 
ton: 
In the winter of 1864, after serv­ 
ing three years in the Union army 
and being honorably discharged, I 
made application for the post But­ 
lership at Point Lookout. My fa­ 
ther went with me to Mr. Stanton, 
who was then secretary of war. We 
obtained an andienoe, and I was 
pshered into the presence of the 
most pompons man I ever met. As 
we entered he waved his hand for 
us to stop at a given point some dis­ 
tance from him and then put these 
questions: 
“Did you serve three years in the 
army?” 
* 
"I did, sir.” 
"Were yotF honorably discharg­ 
ed?" 
"J was, sir.’) 
"Let me see your discharge.” 
I gave it to him. He looked it 
over and then said: 
"Were yon ever wounded?” 
I told him yes, at the battle of 
Williamsburg, May 6, 1861. 
"I think we oan give this position 
to a man who has lost an arm or a 
leg,” said Mr. Stanton. "He would 
be more deserving. ” 
And then he told me he thought I 
looked hearty and healthy enough 
to serve three years more. He would 
not even give me a chance to argue 
my oase, hut dismissed us with an­ 
other pompons wave of the hand, 
and we withdrew from the angust 
presence of the secretary of war. 
Outside my father suggested we 
go over and see ^Ir. Lincoln. Wa 
didn’t think it wbuld clo us muoh 
good, hut we went. 
Mr. Lincoln’s reception room was 
filled with ladies and gentlemen 
when we entered, and the scene was 
one I shall paver forget. On her 
knees before the president was a 
woman in the agonies of despair. 
With tears streaming from her eyes 
she implored the ohief executive for 
the life of her son, who had deserted 
and was condemned to be shot. 
I heard Mr. Lincoln say ; “Mad­ 
am, do not act in this way; it is ago­ 
ny to me. 
I would pardon your 
son if it was in my power, but there 
must be an example made, or I will 
have no army. ” 
At this speech the woman fainted. 
Mr. Lincoln motioned to two attend­ 
ants, who lifted her ap and carried 
her out. Everybody in the root*) 
was in tears, 
Changing the scene from the sub­ 
lime to the ridiculous, the next ap­ 
plicant for favor was a big, buxom 
Irish woman, who stood before the 
president with arms akimbo, saying: 
Mr. Linooln, can’t I sell apples 
pn the railroad?”

But you must give me a pass, 
or the soldiers will not let me, ” con­

Rome, Nov. 17.—Under date of Ad- 
isabeba, Get 20. Maj. Verazzin'., Italy’s 
envoy plenipotentiary to the Negus 
Menelik of Abyssinia, telegraphed to 
the Italian government as follows: 
“I have tc-day with great solemnity 
signed a treaty of peace and a con­ 
vention for the release of the prisoners 
(In Menelik’s hands.) The treaty pro­ 
vides for the restoration of the status 
quo pending the appointment of dele­ 
gates by Italy and Ahysiania a year 
hence to determine the frontiers by 
friendly agreement. It recognizes the 
absolute independence of Ethiopia and 
abrogates the Uccialli treaty. 
Italy 
undertakes in the meantime not to 
cede the territory to any other power. 
Should she desire spontaneously to 
abandon the territory it w'ould return 
to the Ethiopian rule.” 
By the Uccialli treaty concluded in 
ISS!) between Menelik aud Italy Abys­ 
sinia became an Italian protectorate. 
The settlement announced above is 
the outcome of the Italian reverses at 
the hands of the Abyssinians. 
Maj. Yernzziui telegraphs further, as 
follows: "The treaty provides for the 
conclusion of a further commercial 
treaty lf necessary. The present treaty 
will be communicated to the powers 
and ratified a mouth hence. The con­ 
vention, after detailing the arrange­ 
ment for the release of the prisoners 
provides that Italy shall indemnify 
Abyssinia by a sum which the Negus 
leaves to Italy's sense of equity for the 
expenses incurred in the maintenance 
of the Italian prisoners.” 
The Negus Menelik sends a simul­ 
taneous dispatch to King Humbert an­ 
nouncing the signature to the treaty, 
and, adding: "May God always keep 
my friends,” aud expressing the hope 
that it w’ill make Nov. 20 a great festi­ 
val in King Humliert’a family "memor­ 
able as a day of joy for the parents of 
Italian prisoners. May God long pre­ 
serve the life of your majesty.’'

Bismarck, S. D., Nov. 19.—Myron R. 
Kent will sot hang. Gov. Alan has 
mad* nubile his A Ba I decision com­ 
muting the sentence of the convicted 
wife murderer from death to impris­ 
onment for life. 
This result has not been unexpected 
by those who have followed the case 
closely. Judge McConnell’s action In 
going before the governor and plading 
for tbs life of the mas he had sen­ 
tenced to hang Is what influenced the 
governor hi taking this action. This 
case probably stands without parallel 
in the criminal annals of the United 
States. Twice tried, twice convicted, 
twice reviewed by the supreme court, 
and twice presented to the governor, 
who granted a reprieve of one week 
twenty hours before the hanging was 
to have taken 
place, and finally a 
commutation of the acutance, certainly 
constituted a remarkable case. Kent 
has from the beguiling asserted that 
he would never hang, that providence 
would surely interfere in his behalf, 
and has stoutly maintained his inno­ 
cence from the first The position of 
the governor in this matter has been 
a most difficult one. Recognising the 
fact that he must protect the rights of 
society on one side and the rights of 
the condemned men on the other, he 
has acted with great firmness and dis­ 
cretion. The life >f Kent previous to 
the murder of his wife had been bad. 
He was compelled to testify while on 
the witness stand that he had deceived 
bls wife from 1883 to 1892, that he had 
claimed to her that his mother lived in 
England and was a woman of prop­ 
erty, that he had deceived her by stat­ 
ing that his life had been clean and 
spotless up to 1810, and had never told 
her of his first wife. These facts more 
than anything cise contributed to the 
conviction. 
To Attorney Hildreth, 
who has made such a desperate fight 
for his client’s life, all credit is due. 
Be Kent guilty or not, Hildreth’s ef­ 
forts to save his life are worthy of 
strong commendation. 
Without any 
remuneration whatever, he has fought 
the able attorneys of the prosecution 
inch by inch. When informed of the 
governor’s action in 
commuting the 
sentence he was nearly besjde himself 
with joy. 
As soon as possible he 
rushed to the telegraph office and sent 
the 
following 
telegram to 
Kent: 
"Justice and truth prevail. Sentence 
commuted.” 
S t a r r o f th e C rim e . 
Kent was charged with conspiracy 
in killing his wife at Mandan March 
13, 1894. The history of the crime has 
no parallel in the history of crimes iii 
this country. One Thomas Swedensky 
was entrapped into the plot and was 
alleged to hare been paid a large sum 
for doing the actual killing. 
On the 
evening of March 12. 1894, Kent left 
home, telling his wife he was going 
to Bismarck. He did not return anil 
on the night of the 13th Swedensky. 
who was the hired man. aroused Mrs. 
Kent in the night and told her that he 
saw burglars about the house. 
She 
arose, and when standing in her own 
parlor her head was severed from lier 
body by a shotgun. After the crime 
the hired man confessed, and the story 
lie told is that Kent offered him $1,800 
if he would commit the deed.

months after the commission of the 
crime Kent was captured in Colorado. 
He was tried in Mandan and found 
guilty and sentenced to hang.

Havana, Nov. 19.—No news, official 
or otherwise, Is obtainable here con­ 
cerning the movements of Capt. Gen. 
Weyler and his army, which is sup­ 
posed to be In pursuit of the insurgent 
forces under Antonio. Maceo, iu the 
province of Pinar del Rio. 
No news from the Spanish forces in 
the field means bad news. 
There 
seems to lie ground for the belief that 
the captain general has not met with 
the success lie anticipated, and, while 
he is reported to be moving aion the 
northern part of Pinar del Rio. An­ 
tonio Maceo Is said to be south of him 
and not far from the trocha or mili­ 
tary line, which would indicate the 
possibility of the insurgents turning 
the Spanish flank and making it dif­ 
ficult for the captain general to re­ 
turn, to Havana. 
This, however, is 
conjecture, no news being allowed to 
leak out from the offices from the 
headquarter’s staff in the im lace. 
From a private source it was said 
that Maceo, hitherto understood to Ira 
occupying positions between Candel­ 
aria and Artcmlsa, had moved soutli 
of the former town, going westward 
toward the mountains of Cunne. An­ 
other minor luis it that he is pushing 
a strong force throng the sw’nmps 
south of the trocha. Both reports are 
given for what they are worth. 
On the other hand, it is no longer 
denied that the insurgents hove cap­ 
tured the two quite important towns 
of Ca scorn* and (iuamiara, in Puerto 
Principe, as intimated some time ago 
iu these dispatches, in spite of several 
denials to the contrary, aud there is 
no doubt that an insurgent army of 
about 10,000 men is advancing upon 
the city of Puerto l'rincijra, capital of 
the province of that name. 
The captain general yesterday was 
expected to arrive at Candelaria, and 
the Spanish officials here attribute the 
alleged retrograde movement of tile 
insurgents under Maceo to this move 
upon the part of tile Spanish com­ 
mander. The hitter's arrival at Can­ 
delaria. however, has not been an­ 
nounced. and there is no denying that 
h feeling of considerable anxiety can 
be noticed at the Spanish headquarters 
here. Since the deimrttire of the ca|*- 
tain general for the front a number of 
officers have been on duty night aud 
(lay at the palace, as if awaiting Im­ 
portant news which has yet failed to 
reach them.

sary. 
If a m an ex pects to sell d irt, an d 
cou n ts it a loss lf lie* d c« n ’t scil ten or 
tifti*en pou n d s In every sack, lie had 
better n ot store his erop. Thorou ghly* 
ripe potatoes may Im* stored an d kept 
u n til M arch I at a loss n ot to ex ceed 3 
lier cen t. In ord er to d o this, a man 
m u st liavc a d u gou t in which he can 
con trol the tem peratu re absolu tely. It 
shou ld Im* kept w ithin a ran ge of six or 
eight d egrees u pw ard from 28 d egrees 
above zero. The Field an d Farm last 
week had a very g(M>d article on the 
con stru ction of potato cellars. 
More loss occu rs from heatin g than 
from n il other sou rces p a t together. 
After all. storin g is a risky bu sin ess. 
My plan for keepin g seed s is this: As 
soon as the w eather begin s to got 
w arm in Hie sprin g I spread Hie seed 
ou t abou t a good foot d eep over the 
fl(K>r of the d u g-ou t an d shovel it over 
atiou t on ce in ten d ays, to keep it cool.

Stron g competition betw een local­ 
ities lias ten d ed to cu t d own th e d eal­ 
ers’ m argin s u n til there is n ot big 
mon ey in the bu sin ess; at least, n ot in 
season s like the presen t.

farm er, or a n u m ber of farm ers, have 
a large qu an tity of first-cbss potables, 
It will certain ly pay them to ship. For 
m yself. I alw ays ship i vy coops, au d 
m ake it pay me ex ceed in gly well. The 
prin cipal tilin g, however, to lie kept in 
min d in sellin g jmUi toes is to n ever 
offer an ythin g bot first-class stock.—A.

As we have som e­ 
tim es before said , a cold -storage w are­ 
hou se is con stru cted on the sam e prin ­ 
ciple as th a t w hieh en ters in to tin * con ­ 
stru ction of a refrigerator. It n eed n ot 
c< st m u ch to con stru ct su ch a bu ild ­ 
in g, au d an Ice hou se In which to pre­ 
serve the ice. Then we have con trol 
of ou r d airy prod u cts an d ou r fru it, 
which at tim es are m arketable on ly at 
a heavy loss. T he fru it th at is w asted 
in tills cou n try bocca u se it <1 
<m*s n ot 
pay to m arket it. an d Hie d airy prod ­ 
u cts th a t are saerifici*d in low m arkets, 
am ou n t to a bew ild erin g su m . An d 
then , a cold storage w arehou se wou ld 
en able the farm ers to preserve an d u se 
more fn *sh m eats, which w ou ld Im* con ­ 
d u cive to health. 
Yet whole pon d s of 
Ice a re n ever tou ched from year to 
year. 
Both Hie con ven ien ce an d n eces­ 
sity of Ice In su m m er arc con stan tly ig­ 
n ored .

Alfalfa H ag. 
Th* U tah experiment station baa 
been Investigating the feeding of al­ 
falfa, w ith special reference to Bis 
stage of development a t which the 
most valuable hay is made. The fol­ 
lowing sum m ary is given in Prof- A. 
A. lulls’ bulletin No. 44, Just pub­ 
lished: 
From the results of the three sea­ 
sons’ trials with alfalfa, early cut 
(Just before bloom), medium cut (one 
week after first bloom), and late cut 
(one week afte r full bloom), the fol­ 
lowing conclusions seem w arranted: 
“1. Steers fed either the alfalfa with 
or wHhout grain made the most rapid 
gains on the early cut, and the lowest 
on the late cut, or they stand as fol­ 
lows: Early cut IOO, medium cut 77, 
late cut CS. 
“2. For both first and second crops 
the early cut w as first in rate of gain, 
while for the first crop the late cut was 
better than the medium cut. and for 
the second crop the medium cut is far 
the better of the two. 
“3. The food eaten per day was 
slightly the highest for the early cut 
and lowest for the late cut, standing 
as IOO for the early cut. OO for the 
medium cut, aud 85 for the late cut. 
“4. Pound for pound, the early cut 
was the best, the late cut second beat 
and the medium cut poorest. They 
stand a s luO for the early cut. 78 for 
the medium cut and 81 for the late 
cut. 
“5. The early cut yielded the most 
hay when weighed into the barn, the 
medium cut coming second and the 
late cut last. 
“0. The early cut contained the most 
moisture, aud when all are reduced to 
the same moisture content, 12 per 
cent, which the hay contained when 
fed. the yield stands: Early cut IOO, 
medium cut 03, and late cut OO. 
“7. In amount of beef produced per 
acre the standing is: Early cut IOO, 
medium cut 71 aud late cut TI. 
“8. In yield of protein, a very valua­ 
ble n u trien t the standing is: Early 
cut IOO, medium cut 78 and late cut 82. 
“0. During the two weeks of budding 
and flowering there appears to be no 
additional growth; in fact, our results 
show a loss of 82 pounds per acre of 
dry m atter during this period. 
“Further, the results of two years* 
feeding with different crops of alfalfa, 
red clover, mixed hay, tim othy and 
alfalfa and straw , appear to w arrant 
the following conclusions; 
“ I. Iii rate of grain lier day the dif­ 
ferent feeds stand as follows: First 
crop alfalfa, IOO; second crop alfalfa, 
75; third crop alfalfa. 110. All crops 
alfalfa. 91; red clover, 75; timothy, 97. 
“2. The food eaten per day varies 
about in the same order cs the gains, 
standing as follows: First crop. IOO; 
secoud crop, 97; third crop, 105; all 
crops. IOO; rod clover. HO; timothy. 95. 
“3. Pound per pound the good alfalfa 
proved about equal to timothy, while 
in rate of gain it proved tatter. 
‘•j. a i adon or alfalfa and straw , 
with grain, proved superior to one of 
alfalfa and grain. 
“5. Mixed hay and grain proved su­ 
perior to alfalfa and grain, but not 
quite so good as alfalfa, straw and 
grain. 
“6. A ration with a wide nutritive 
ratio. I to 8.C, proved much better than 
one w ith a narrow nutritive ratio. I to 
4.5(1, while a ration having a nutritive 
ratio of I to 4.81 proved better than 
either of the others. 
“7. The use of mixed fodder in the 
rations in one case mixed hay and in 
the other alfalfa and straw , appeared 
to have much more to do with the feed­ 
ing value than did the nutritive ratio 
of the rations. However, the ration 
th at was nearest the Wolff's standard 
gave the best results. 
“8. B etter results were obtained by 
making the ration wider than the 
standard by 2.0. than by making It 
narrow er by 1.44. 
“9. By feeding w hat straw the ani­ 
m als will eat up clean, our foods rich 
in protein—alfalfa, bran aud wheat— 
may be fed to good advantage, though 
the nutritive ratio be too narrow. 
“IO. W here the rations contained but 
one class of fodders, legumes, the feed­ 
ing value very closely followed the 
am ount of protein in the ration; but 
when the rations contained any other 
fodders, mixed hay. timothy or straw , 
the varying amounts of protein in the 
ration appeared to have little to do 
with the variation in feeding value of 
the ration.” 


claimed to follow storing may not bo 
more than the truth, but It tounnocea- 
aary. If a man expects to seU dlrt, and 
counts It a loss lf he desn’t sell ten or 
fifteen pounds in every aa ck, he bad 
better not store his crop. Thorough ly- 
ripe potatoes may be stored and kept 
until March I a t a loss not to exceed 5 
per cent. In order to do this, a man 
m ust have a dugout In which he can 
control the tem perature absolutely. It 
should be kept within a range of six or 
eight degrees upward from SB degrees 
above aero. The Field and Farm last 
week had a very good article on the 
construction of potato cellars. 
More loss occurs from heating than 
from all other sources put .together. 
A fter all, storing Is a risky business. 
My plan for keeping seeds is this: As 
soon aa the w eather begins to get 
warm in the spring I spread the seed 
out about a good foot deep over the 
floor o f the dug-out and shovel It over 
about once In teu days, to keep It cool. 
In this way I am able to plant seed 
which is aa solid aud free from sprouts 
as when it was dug In the fall. How 
beat to m arket potatoes la a question 
with every season. Every je e r seems 
to present some new obstacle to this 
branch of the business. The greatest 
drawback la excessive transportation 
rates. 
But the question proper la, shall a 
farm er sell to local dealers or ship bis 
crop, a t his own risk aud reaponstbil 
lty? Strong competition between local­ 
ities has tended to cut down the deal 
era* m argins until there is not big 
money in the business; at least, not in 
seasons like the present Yet, lf a 
farm er, or a num ber of farm ers, have 
a large quantity of first-cbsa potatoes, 
it will certainly pay them to atip. For 
myself. I always ship my coops, and 
make It pay me exceedingly well. The 
principal thing, however, to lie kept in 
mind in selling pots toes is to never 
offer anything but first-class stock.—A. 
B. Fowler, in Field and Farm. 


In te re stin g Soil Bindles. 
An exchange says: At one of the 
German experiment stations a number 
of galvanised Iron boxes aixteci Inches 
deep and all of the same size were 
sunk into the ground and filled with a 
poor gaudy soil. To one of these lioxes 
was added a certain quantity of fertil­ 
iser which was thoroughly mixed with 
all the soil. To another the same quan­ 
tity was added, but it was mixed with 
the top half of the soil only. To an­ 
other the sam e quantity was mixed 
with the top fourth of the soil only and 
some boxes had no fertilizer added at 
ail. All of them were planted in oats 
of the same kind at one time and all 
were treated Just alike. The unfertil­ 
ised box produced IO ounces of oats; 
the box iii which the fertiliser was 
mixed with all tile soil produced 47M 
ounces; the one mixed ta half Its d?pth, 
52 ounces; and the one mixed to one- 
fourth its depth produced OO ounces. 
The conclusions draw n are that the 
productiveness of a soil depends quite 
as much on the concentration of the 
plant food as upon the quantity pres­ 
ent and that where only a small quan­ 
tity of manure is available it is best to 
concentrate It near the surface in the 
drill or hill, and that deep culture, 
without Increased manuring, will re­ 
duce the yield. Of course, deep tilling 
is best, lf the soil is rich throughout its 
depth. 


K eeping C ora la Cribs. 
Dt.iing an ordinary season corn can 
be s a fe ty kept in aln ost any kind of a 
crib that will prav ut the e a u touching 
the ground and keep off the rain. In st 
year, however, was nu exception, aud 
much corn was damaged in liens dur­ 
ing the winter and spring. Many ears 
were found to Im* totted by July, aud 
others were soft aud unfit for market. 
To prevent a recurrence of this. trouble, 
the pens should this season lie built in a 
dry place. All damaged cars sh mild Im* 
thrown in the back end of the wagon 
when husking, aud picked out before 
unloading, lf allowed to remain, they 
will not only injure surrounding cars, 
but may start the entire crib to rotting. 
lf taken out now they can be vised as 
feed for cattle, and thus tie of some 
value. W hen 
husking Is completed, 
cover the rail cribs without delay, and 
see that the cover turns water. If 
heavy rains should come this fall be­ 
fore the erilw are covered, much Injury 
might result, (inly a part of tile aver­ 
age corn crop is kept in rail cribs, but 
this year it will take much extra room, 
which in most places can be easily sup­ 
plied by the use of fence rails.—Orange 
Judd Farmer.

About Successful Farm ing. 
If every farm er were as enthusiastic 
on the subject of gtxxi methods on the 
farm as he is about having good and 
favorable seasons for Ills farm ing op­ 
erations, says the Nebraska Farm er, 
there would be a great deal less 
misery iu the world. One of the phases 
of practicing better methods that very 
few farm ers get any adequate idea of 
is that of making ail operations and 
transactions of the farm work together 
to the one end of producing big crops 
regularly, ju st as a piece of compli­ 
cated machinery lias all its parts work­ 
ing in harmony, that the machine may, 
without fail, do its work effectually. 
Any crop a farm er may cultivate, or 
any kind of live stock he undertakes 
to keep upon the farm, has its relation 
to other crops or kinds of stock to be 
cultivated and raised, and this very re­ 
lation is the thing that should deter­ 
mine the extent to which the farm er la 
to go with his various operations. 
The man with one*idea or a hobby on 
a farm generally lins a hard road to 
travel. He works without any of the 
advantages that flow from the sm aller 
economies. It is one thing to make 
the ends meet, but it is another and 
better thing to make them lap over. 
This is w hat the up-to-date, all-round 
farm er is constantly doing. He is 
striving as far as lies in his power to 
make of the farm a complete home. 
He varies his methods, too, to suit the 
occasion. And this is where the well­ 
informed farm er alw ays bas the td- 
vantage of those who know little or 
nothing as to w hat is passing in the 
world outsido their own Immediate 
BeighlKirhood. It requires knowledge 
; and the exercises of judgm ent along 
1 all these lines for a man to know with 
anything like precision whether It Is 
best to extend or curtail his operations 
along certain lines of crop production 
I for any particular year. Jum ping at 


j conclusions or following along in a i 
old rut is a style of farming that ought 
to lie obsolete in this day and age of 


i the world.

If there is any one expression that 
describes the successful farm er of to­ 
day It is that of being up to the times. 
Other things lM*ing equal .the up-wlth- 
the-tltnes farm er Is found in the lead 
every day and everywhere- 
Some 
farm ers are alw ays waiting for an op­ 
portunity, but there are others who 
make a business of manufacturing op­ 
portunities. A good and favorable sea­ 
son for crop growing is not the only 
thing that pushes prosperity Into a 
farm er's doorway. Let the farm er fol­ 
low b ls beat judgm ent with an eye out 


Caid Rtorage. 
Cold storage is of such great utility 
in the dairy and in the fruit regions 
that it is a wonder that it is uot more 
generally adopted wherever ice can Im* 
readily harvested. As we have some­ 
times before said, a cold-storage ware-* 
house is constructed on the same prin­ 
ciple as that which enters into the con­ 
struction of a refrigerator. It need not 
cost much to construct such a build­ 
ing, aud an ice house in which to pre­ 
serve the fee. Then we have control 
of our dairy products and our fruit, 
which at times are m arketable only at 
a heavy loss. The fruit that iii wasted 
in this country beccause it does not 
pay to m arket it. and the daily prod­ 
ucts that are sacrificed in low markets, 
am ount to a bewildering sum. And 
then, a cold-storage warehouse would 
enable the farm ers to preserve and use 
more fresh meats, which would lie con­ 
ducive to health. Y”et whole ponds of 
ice are never touched from year to 
year. Both the convenience ami neces­ 
sity of ice in summer are constantly Ig­ 
nored. 


Good Farm ! ma. 
I have gardened and farmed for sev­ 
enteen years, and have grown 35,000 
cabbages this season, they will average 
ten pounda per head. Some weigh 
twenty-two pounds. I can produce club 
root at every plant, lf I so desire, and 
can avoid it entirely by exercising care. 
Too much decomposed vegetable m at­ 
ter will produce It, especially that of 
cabbage, but the worst of it can be 
righted by a good application of un­ 
stacked lime. I had ten acres of corn, 
producing 2,150 bushels of ear corn. 
This corn has been crossed for seven­ 
teen years, always selecting the. best 
for seed. I have grown fifty bushels 
of M artin’s Amber wheat per acre, and 
really believe it to be the best w heat 
In the m arket to-day.—David W. Fox, 
W estmoreland County, Ba., In Orange 
Judd Former.

He works In a wheat ele­ 
vator In an Iowa town. A big window 
almost fills oue side of his little office. 
Into the corner of the window creeps 
the early sunlight in the morning and 
it shines In all day long and creeps out 
of the other corner In the evening. On 
the floor where the edge of the shadow 
from the sash falls Just at noon our 
boy has placed a long chalk mark and 
a little further away there is another 
mark for I o’clock, and so on up to 
six. The forenoon is similarly divided 
on the floor. Each day by simply look­ 
ing at the edge of the sun's light he 
can tell w hat tim e it is. Once in two 
weeks he changes all these marks be­ 
cause the shadows change as the sun 
gets higher in the spring or lower In 
the fall. 
This clever device—any of you may 
use it—suggests the way that the na­ 
tives of Liberia. In Africa, who have 
no clocks, tell the time. They take the 
kernels from the nuts of the cahdle 
tree and wash and string them on the 
rib of a palm leaf. The first or top 
kernel is then lighted. All of the ker­ 
nels are of the same size and sub­ 
stance, and each will burn a certain 
number of minutes and then set fire 
to the one next below. The natives tie 
pieces of black cloth at regular inter­ 
vals along the string to mark the di­ 
vision of time. Among the natives of 
Slngar, in the Malay archipelago, an­ 
other peculiar device Is used. 
Two 
bottles are placed neck and neck, and 
sand is put in one of them, which 
pours Itself into the other every half 
hour, when the bottles are reversed.— 
Chicago Record.

Although this is one 
of the longest continuous stream s of 
sun spots which have been observed, 
the phenomenon was not attended by 
any great magnetic disturbances; but 
just before the last spots crossed the 
meridian there was a distinct disturb­ 
ance, and aurora borealis displays 
were noted in some parts of the coun­ 
try.—London Chronicle .

SILVER WEDDING CELEBRATION 


By On e of the Flret Couple s Ma rrie d in 
Crn w W in; County . 


We are in receipt of a copy of the 
Dan ville (111.) Daily News,con tain mg 
au accoun t of the silver wed d in g 
celehratiou of Mr. an d Mrs. Thouiss 
B. Shoaff, who, it is claimed , was the 
first couple married in Crow Win g 
coun ty . 
Speakin g of the supper ser­ 
ved , the News aaid : 
“The d in in g room was beautiful in 
white roeee, old silver aud fern s, an d 
the supi>er waa superb, bein g abou 
the same as the wed d in g supper ser­ 
ved at the Head quarters Hotel, Brain - 
erd ? Min n esota, 
twen ty -five sears 
ago.” 
Mr. Shoaff d urin g the even in g 
mad e quite au exten d ed ad d ress in 
respon se to con gratulation s, portion s 
of which we reprod uce as au miema- 
tion of what life in Brain erd in thoee 
early d ay s mean t. 
Mr. Shoaff, amon g 
other thin gs, said : 
“This even in g brin gs vivid ly to my 
rn iud the sceue of uiauy y ears ago, 
wheu, witn a greater uervousn ess than 
I n ow possess, I stood before a 
min ister wOh the lad y by my sid e, 
who is this n ight y our hostess, 
li 
was in the town of Brain erd , M iuu, 
ttreu an ambitious village of 400, n ow 
grown to a city ef 20,000 mhabtiauts 
Brain erd is situated aln n it 120 miles 
n orth of St Paul, on the Mississippi 
river aud Northern Pacific railroad . 
The couutry was wild an d sparsely in ­ 
habited an d the little church was 
n early hut iu the luxurian t pin es. 
It 
was built by Gov. ¡Simth, of Vermon t, 
an d other officials of the tailroad . 
Probably I waa on e of its first jauitors, 
for the d ay before the wed d in g i 
swept the floor, d usted the seats an d 
rubbed my ban d across the d irtiest 
paues. 
Then we had n o wed d in g 
iu- 
vilatious with mon ograms requirin g 
two en velopes to euciose the uulivui- 
ual card s—that is, an y iu reach of my 
purse by requisition on the large 
cities. 
Like all y oun g men I wrote 
for prices aud when the quoted $30 
came, 1 con clud ed they were n ot just 
what I wan ted . 
Mrs. » Shoaff wen t to 
the wood s an d upou the bark which 
she stripped from the birch trees, our 
wed d in gs in vitation s were prin ted at 
the en ormous e xc use of 25 cen ts. 
On e of the mcid uuts of that even t, 
which might b« worth givin g at tin » 
time, is the fact that Mrs. Shoaff an d 
my self were the first couple un ited in 
that Crow W in g couuly , 
aud 
iu 
recogn ition of this, the coun ty clerk, 
who hail just been elected un d er the 
con uty an d towuship laws of that 
state, (an d , by the way , he afterward s 
proved 
to 
be 
my 
father-iu-law), 
gen erously mad e me a presen t of the 
n ecessary d ocumen t authorizin g the 
wed d in g to take place.” 
The News then con tain s a further 
accoun t of « k» « ir courtship an d mar­ 
riage, which aay s: 
“While at Brain erd 
the y oun g 
couple d ecid ed they would wait uo 
lon ger; the wed d in g d ay was n et an d 
it was d ecid ed that the wed d in g, be­ 
in g on e of the first in that region , 
should be “rustic.” 
So the gallan t 
army officers of Ftj Ripley peeled 
the birch bark on which the wed d in g 
card s were to be priuted , the bark was 
sen t to Mr. Shoaff, who waa then a 
prin ter, an d the card s prin ted on the 
bark, some of which were shown last 
n ight, well preserved . 
The army poet ulso con tributed two 
an ioulan ces in which the brid e, with 
her mother an d father an d others, 
rod e to the little church, an d in the 
other the groooi, his beet man an d 
others rod e. 
The little Episcopal 
church was built by moiiey solicited 
by Bi-hop W hipple from Gov. Smith, 
of Vermon t. 
Rev. Patterson , of » St. 
Paul, officiated , assisted by a min ister 
whose n ame is uot remembered , aud 
who came to bear Rev. Patterson 
compan y . 
Tho supper was served iu H ead ­ 
quarters Hotel, aud was a sumptuous 
lay out, though the whole coun try had 
to be scoured for ohickeus aud the 
like; as at that time there was n ot a 
horse, cow, chicken , pig, or auy such 
d » mestic an imals in all that region , 
except the horses at Ft. 
Ripley . 
Photographs of the little church aud 
hotel, which was railroad head quarters 
Ht Braiuerd , were shown last n ight; 
Bramerd was then a ten t town , with 
but few housea iu it, 
bein g the 
termin us of the 
railroad 
in 
the 
wild ern ess.” 
Mr. Shoaff, it seems, was n ot a 
resid en t of Brain erd , but a prin ter 
livin g at Deeauter, 111. 
Mrs. Shoaff 
lived here some two or three y ear*« 
an d is well remembered by several of 
t ie old settlers. 
Her father, Cap?* 
Ly tle, was clerk of court of this coun ty 
for the term begin am g Jau. 1st, 1872, 
an d sn ccoed ed W. W. Hartley . 
The m arriage of Mr. an d » Mrs. 
Shoaff was the first service that took 
place in St. Paul’s church, the build ­ 
in g at that time n ot bein g en tirely 
completed , an d the formal d ed ication 
d id n ot occur n n til the followin g 
sprin g, hen ce tho recen t an n iversary 
services hold by that church, were 
the an uiver» ary of that 
m airiage 
service.

SILVER WEDDING CELEBRATION 


By O at of the Fir*! Couples Married in 
Crow Wing County. 
A SPECIAL 


Wo avo in receipt of a copy of tho 
Danville (BL) Daily .Ne we, contain mg 
an account of the silver wedding! 
celebration of Mr. and Mrs. Thomas 
B. Shoaff, who, it is claimed, was tho 
firat coup!* married in Crow Wing 
county. Speaking of the supper ser­ 
ved, the News acid: 
“The dining room waa beautiful in 
white roses, old silver and ferns, and 
the sapper waa superb, being abou 
the same aa the wedding Bopper ser­ 
ved ai the Headquarters Hotel, Brain­ 
erd? Minnesota, 
twenty-five years 
ago.” 
Mr. Shoaff during the evening 
made quite an extended address in 
response to congratulations, portions 
of which we reproduce as an interns- 
tion of what life in Brainerd in thorn 
early days meant. Mr. Shoaff, among 
other things, said: \ 
“This evening brings vividly to my 
mind the scene of mauy years ago, 
when, witb a greater nervousness than 
I now possess, I stood before a 
minister with the lady by my side, 
who is this night your hostess, ll 
was in the town of Brainerd, Minn , 
then an ambitious village of 4U0, now 
grown to a city et 2 0 ,0 0 0 inhabitants. 
Brainerd is situated about 120 miles 
north of Bt. Paul, on the Mississippi 
river aud Northern Pacific railroad. 
The country was wild and sparsely in­ 
habited and the little church was 
nearly hid in the luxuriant pines. It 
was built by Gov. Smith, of Vermont, 
aud other officials of the ta ii road. 
Probably I was one of its first janitors, 
for the day before the wedding I 
swept the floor, dusted the seats and 
rubbed my hand across the dirtiest 
panes. 
Then we had no wedding in­ 
vitations with monograms requiring 
two envelopes to enclose the individ­ 
ual cards—that is, any iu reach of my 
purse by requisition on the large 
cities. Like all young men I wrote 
for prices and when the quoted $30 
came, I concluded they were not just 
what I wanted. Mrs. shoaff wear to 
the woods and upon the bark which 
•he stripped from the birch treefs our 
weddings invitations were printed at 
the enormous expense of 25 cents. 
One of the incidents of that event, 
which might be worth giving at this 
time. ie the {got that Mrs. Shoaff and 
myself were the first couple united in 
that Crow Wing oounty, and in 
recognition of this, the county clerk, 
who had just'been elected under the 
county and township laws of that 
state, (and, by the way, he afterwards 
proved to 
be my father-in-law), 
generously made me a present of the 
neceesary document authorizing the 
wedding to take place.” 
The News then contains a further 
account of their courtship and mar­ 
riage, which says: 
“While at Brainerd the yonog 
couple decided they would wait qo 
longer; the wedding day was set and 
it was decided that the wedding, be­ 
ing one of the first in that region, 
should be “rustie.” So the gallant

wilderness.” 
Mr. Shoaff, it seems, was not 
resident of Brainerd, but a printer 
living at Decanter, 111. 
Mrs. Shoaff 
lived here some two or three years« 
and is well remembered by several of 
Fie old settlers. Her father, Capt 
Lytle, was clerk of court of this county 
for the term beginning Jan. let, 1872 
and succeeded W. W. Hartley. 
The marriage of Mr. aud. Mrs 
Shoaff was the first service that took 
place in St. Paul’s ohnrch, the build 
ing at that time not being entirely 
completed, and the formal dedication 
did not occur until the following 
spring, hence the recent anniversary 
services held by that church, were 
the anniversary of that mairiage 
service.

farm ing community in Eastern Nebras­ 
ka. W e are gratified to see clover re­ 
stored to its former good standing, but 
we would at the sam e time urge that 
alfalfa Ik* pushed for all it is worth in 
our farming operations.

Rome, Nov. 17.—Under date of Ad- 
isabeba, Oct 2d. Maj. Verazzin’., Italy’s 
envoy 
plenipotentiary 
to tin* Negus 
Menelik of Abyssinia, telegraphed to 
tin* Italian government as follows: 
“I have tc-day with great solemnity 
signed a treaty of peace and a con­ 
vention for tin* release of ilu* prisoners 
(in Menelik’s hands.t 
The treaty pro­ 
vides for the restoration of the status 
quo pending the appointment of dele- 
gatcs by Italy and Abysinnia a year 
hence to determine the frontiers by 
friendly agreement. 
It recognizes the 
absolute independence of Ethiopia and 
abrogates the Uccialll treaty. 
Italy 
undertakes in the meantime not to 
cede tlie territory to any other power. 
Should 
she desire 
spontaneously to 
abandon the territory it would return 
to the Ethiopian rule.” 
By the Uccialli treaty concluded in 
ISKii Ik*tween Menelik and Italy Abys­ 
sinia became an Italian protectorate. 
The settlem ent announced above is 
the outcome of tin* Italian reverses at 
the hands of the Abyssinians. 
Maj. Yerazzini telegraphs further, as 
follows: 
“The treaty provides for tlie 
conclusion of 
a further 
commercial 
treaty if necessary. The present treaty 
w ill lie communicated to the powers 
and ratified a month hence. 
The con­ 
vention, after 
detailing tlie arrange­ 
ment for tlie release of the prisoners 
provides that 
Italy 
shall indemnify 
Abyssinia by a sum which the Negus 
leaves to Italy’s sense of equity for the 
expenses incurred in the maintenance 
of the Italian prisoners.” 
The Negus Menelik sends a sim ul­ 
taneous dispatch to King Humbert an­ 
nouncing the signature to the treaty, 
and. adding: 
“May God alw ays keep 
my friends.” and expressing the hope 
that it will make Nov. 20 a great festi­ 
val in King Humbert’s family “memor­ 
able as a day of joy for the parents of 
Italian prisoners. 
May God long pre­ 
serve tlie life of your m ajesty.”

Judge McConnell’* action in 
going before tin* governor and plading 
for the life of the m ai he had sen­ 
tenced to hang is what influenced the 
governor iu taking this action. 
This 
ease probably stands without parallel 
in the criminal annals of tin* United 
States. 
Twice tried, twice convicted, 
twice reviewed by tin supreme court, 
and tw ice presented to the governor, 
who granted a reprieve of cue week 
twenty hours before the hanging was 
to have taken 
place, and finally a 
commutation of tin* scntauce, certainly 
constituted a remarkable cast*. 
Kent 
has from the beginning asserted that 
he would never hang, that providence 
would surely interfere in his behalf, 
and has stoutly nihintained his inno­ 
cence from tin* first. 
The position of 
the governor in this matter lias been 
a m ost difficult one. 
Recognizing tin* 
fact that he m ust vrotect the rights of 
society on one side and tlie rights of 
the condemned nun on the other, he 
has acted with great firmness and d is­ 
cretion. 
Tlie life >f Kent previous to 
the murder of ids wife had been bad. 
He was compelled to testify while on 
the w itness stand that he had deivived 
his wife from 1882 to 181)2, that in* had 
claimed to her that his mother lived in 
England and was a woman of prop­ 
erty. that he had deceived her by stat­ 
ing that his life had been clean and 
spotless up to 18K>. and bad never told 
her of his first wife. These facts more 
than anything else contributed to the 
conviction. 
To 
Attorney 
Hildreth, 
who has made such a desperate light 
for his elient’s life, all credit is due. 
Be Kent guilty or not, H ildreth’s ef­ 
forts to save his life are worthy of 
strin g commendation. 
W ithout any 
remuneration whatever, he lias fought 
the aide attorneys of the prosecution 
inch by inch. 
When informed of tin* 
governor’s action in 
commuting tin* 
sentence he was nearly In'side him self 
with joy. 
A* 
soon 
as possible he 
rushed to the telegraph office and sent 
tin* 
following 
telegram to 
Kent: 
.’“Justice and truth prevail. 
Sentence 
commuted.” 
Sto ry o f t h e Crime. 
Kent w as charged with conspiracy 
in killing his w ife at Mandan March 
13, 1SP4. The history of the crime has 
no parallel in the history of crimes in 
this country. One Thomas Swedensky 
w as entrapped into the plot and was 
alleginl to have been paid a large sum 
for doing the actual killing. 
On tin* 
evening of March 12. 1S1M, Kent left 
home, telling his w ife in* was going 
to Bismarck. 
H e did not return and 
on the night of the 13th Swedensky, 
who was tin* hired man. aroused Mrs. 
Kent in the night and told her that he 
saw* burglars about tin* house. 
She 
arose, and when standing in her own 
parlor her head was severed from her 
body by a shotgun. 
A fter tin* crime 
tin* hired man confessed, and tin* story 
he told is that Kent offered him $1,800 
if he would commit 
tin* deed. 
Six 
months after tin* commission of tin* 
crime Kent w as captured in Colorado. 
H e was tried in Mandan and found 
guilty and sentenced to hang. The su­ 
p r e m e court granted a new trial.

It is not an easy matter to try to draw 
the frontier line of insanity. Although 
certain psychologists, basing their opin­ 
ion on the physical anomalies and ec­ 
centricities of mind observed in men of 
genius, elaim, with apparent reason, 
that genius and insanity are the same 
thing, it is going to excess to consider 
writers and artiste insane in whom 
queer traits and little manias appear, 
to this respect Lombroso and his disci­ 
ples have gone too far, their tendency 
being to make no distinction between 
genius mid talent 
Genius is an anomaly/but an anom­ 
aly that the whole world is satisfied to 
admire. It is constituted by the exag­ 
gerated development of a single faculty, 
usually at the expense of the others 
This is the canso of the imperfections of 
these brilliant meteors and the explana­ 
tion of their degeneracy on other points. 
Essentially spontaneous and original 
genius is a natural phenomenon that we 
oannot explain, although it is unques­ 
tionably the result of natural cansos. 
Talent is different It is the fruit of 
work and sustained application, and it 
can be acquired and developed at any 
time. At the present day, for instance, 
there are ^ few men of genius among 
painters, and yet they almost all have 
talent The consequence is that the 
greater number of the paintings in oar 
exhibitions are pleasing to os, although 
no exceptional work fills ns with admi­ 
ration and reveals a painter of genius. 
Actions, therefore, in appearance ex­ 
traordinary do not warrant as in infer­ 
ring insanity on the part of those who 
accomplish them, especially as t*:0ae ac­ 
tions, however abnormal they may seem 
aft Arte are 
a very rational and jus-

st their ease, many writers insist on not 
being disturbed by anything and seek 
seclusion. Montaigne, in bis moments 
of inspiration, used to ran oat of bis 
boose end go and shut himself up in sn 
old tower, into which no one else enter­ 
ed. 
Jean J toques Rousseau used to 
meditate lh the fields while gathering 
flowers in the sunshine. In order to 
shut out the noise of the world he liked 
to bury himself in the hay or close his 
ears with cotton. 
Others can only compose with success 
in the midst of tumults. The celebrated 
Italian composer Cimarosa was of this 
somber, and only found the fine motives 
of his operas in the midst of the joys 
and noise of the crowd. 
’finch was also the professor of whom 
Felix Regnault says that he oould only 
lecturo in the midst of a great racket.

VALUE OF ALFALFA. 


E x p e rim e n ts in S ecu rin g th e De*! 
A lfa lfa lia r- 
T he U tah experim ent station h as 
been investigating th e feeding of a1- j 
falfa, w ith special reference to the 
stag e of developm ent a t w hich the 
m ost valuable hay is m ade. T he fol- j 
low ing sum m ary is given in P rof. A. 
A. M ills’ bulletin No. 44, Ju rt pub- j 
fished: 
F rom th e resu lts of th e th ree se a­ 
sons’ tria ls w ith alfalfa, early cut 
(just before bloom), m edium cut (one 
w eek a fte r first bloom), mid la te cut 
(one w eek a fte r full bloom), th e fol­ 
low ing conclusions seem w arra n te d : 
“I. S teers fell eith er th e a lfa lfa w ith 
or w U hout grain m ade the m ost rapid 
gains on th e early cut. and th e low est 
on th e late cut, or they stan d us fol­ 
low s: E arly cu t IOO, m edium c u t 77, 
late cut CS. 
“2. F or I lot Ii first and second crops 
th e early cu t w as first in rate of gain, 
w hile for th e first crop the late cut w as 
b e tte r th an the m edium cut. and for 
th e second crop th e m edium cu t is far 
th e b etter of th e two. 
“3. T he food eaten per d ay w as 
slightly the highest for th e early cu t 
an d low est for th e late cur, standing 
us loo for th e early cut. OO for the 
m edium cut, and Ko for the lute cut. 
“4. Pound for pound, the early cut 
w as th e best, th e lute cu t second best 
au d th e m edium cut poorest. 
They 
stan d us loo for the early cut. TK for 
th e medium cut and Kl for tile late 
cut. 
“5. Tile early cu t yielded th e m ost 
hay w hen w eighed into th e barn, the 
m edium c u t com ing second a n d the 
late cu t last. 
"(*. T he early cut contained tile m ost 
m oisture, and when all are reduced to 
th e sam e m oisture content. 12 per 
cent, w hich the hay contained w hen 
fed. the yield stan d s: E arly cu t IOO, 
m edium cut 03, and late cut 90. 
"7. In am ount o f l**ef produced per 
acre the stan d in g is: E arly cu t IOO, 
m edium cu t 71 and late cut 71. 
“8. In yield of protein, a very v alu a­ 
ble n u trien t, the stan d in g is: E arly 
c u t IOO, m edium cut 78 anil la te cut 82. 
“0. D uring the tw o w eeks of budding 
an d flow ering th ere ap p ears to Im* no 
additional grow th; in fact, our results 
show a loss of 82 pounds imt acre of 
d ry m atter during th is period. 
“ F u rth e r, th e results of tw o y ears’ 
feeding w ith different crops of alfalfa, 
red clover, mixed hay, tim othy and 
a lfa lfa and straw , ap p ear to w a rra n t 
th e follow ing conclusions: 
“ I. In ra te of grain imt d ay the d if­ 
feren t feeds stand as follow s: F irst 
crop alfalfa, IOO; second crop alfalfa, 
75; th ird crop alfa lfa, IU). All crops 
alfa lfa. 91; red clover. 75; tim othy, 97. 
“2. T he foisi eaten per day varies 
about in the sam e order cs th e gains, 
sta n d in g as follow s: F irst crop. l(Ki; 
second crop, 97; th ird crop. 1<>5; all 
crops. IOO; rod clover. HO; tim othy, 95. 
“3. Pound per pound th e good alfa lfa 
proved alxm t equal to tim othy, w hile 
iii ra te of gain it nroved luster. 
••a 
a rad o n o f alfa lfa and straw , 
xvith grain, proved superior to one of 
alfiiifa aud grain. 
“5. M ixed hay an d grain proved su­ 
perior to a lfa lfa and grain, but not 
q u ite so good as alfa lfa, straw and 
grain. 
“ti. A ration w ith a w ide nu tritiv e 
ratio, I to 8.9. proved much b e tte r th a n 
one w ith a narrow' n u tritiv e ratio. I to 
4.50, w hile si ration having a nutritive 
ratio of I to 4.81 proved bettor than 
e ith e r of th e others. 
”7. T he use of m ixed fodder iii tho 
ratio n s in one case mixed hay and in 
th e other a lfa lfa and straw , appeared 
to have m uch m ore to do w ith the feed­ 
ing value th an did tin* n u tritiv e ratio 
of th e rations. H ow ever, th e ration 
Hint w as nearest th e W olff’s stan d ard 
gave th e best results. 
“8. B etter results w ere obtained by 
m aking th e ration 
w ider th a n 
the 
sta n d ard by 2.0. th an by m aking it 
n arro w er by 1.44. 
“9. B y feeding w hat stra w tin* ani­ 
m als w ill eat up clean, our foods rich 
in protein—alfalfa, bran aud w h eat— 
m ay Im? fi*d to good ad vantage, though 
tin* n u tritiv e ratio Im* too narrow . 
“ IO. W here tin* rations contained but 
one class of fodders, legum es, the feed­ 
ing value very closely followed th e 
am o u n t of protein in the ration; but 
w hen th e ratio n s contained any other 
fodders, m ixed hay, tim othy o r straw , 
th e varying airjounts of protein in the 
ration appeared to have little to do 
w ith th e variation in feeding value of 
th e ratio n .” 


A bout SncccMNfnl F a rm in g 
If every fa n n e r w ere as enthusiastic 
on tile su b ject of good m ethods on the 
farm as lie is about having good and 
favorable seasons for his farm ing op­ 
erations, sa y s the N ebraska F arm er, 
th e re w ould be a 
great deal 
less 
m isery in the world. One of tin* phases 
of practicing b etter m ethods th a t very 
few fa n n e rs get any adequate idea of 
is t hilt of m aking all operations and 
tran sactio n s of the farm w ork together 
to th e one end of producing big crops 
regularly, ju st as a pii*ce of com pli­ 
cated m achinery has all its p a rts w ork­ 
ing in harm ony, th a t th e m achine may. 
w ithout fail, do its work effectually. 
Any crop a farm er m ay cultivate, or 
any kind of live stock he undertakes 
to keep upon th e farm , has its relation 
to other crops or kinds of stock to be 
cultivated and raised, and this very re­ 
lation is th e thing th a t should d eter­ 
m ine the extent to w hich the fa n n e r is 
to go w ith his various operations. 
T he m an w ith one’idea or a hobby on 
a farm generally has a hard road to 
trav el. H e w orks w ithout any of the 
ad v an tag es th a t flow from the sm aller 
econom ies. 
It is one tiling to m ake 
th e cuds m eet, but it is ano th er and 
b etter thing to m ake them lap over. 
T his is w hat the up-to-date, all-round 
farm er 
is 
constantly 
doing. 
H e 
is 
striv in g as fa r a s lies in his pow er to 
m ake of tin* farm a com plete home. 
H e varies his m etliods, too, to suit the 
occasion. A nd th is is w here the w ell­ 
inform ed farm er alw ay s lias the td- 
vantnge of those w ho know little or 
nothing aa to w hat is passing in the 
world outside th eir own im m ediate 
neighborhood. 
It requires know ledge 
and th e exercises of judgm ent along 
all these lines for a m an to know w ith 
any th in g like precision w hether it is 
best to extend or cu rtail his operations 
along certain fines of crop production 
for any p articu lar year. Jum ping at 
conclusions or follow ing along in sri 
old ru t is a style of fanning th at ought 
to be obsolete in this day and age of 
tile w orld. 
If th ere is an y one expression th a t 
describes the successful farm er of to­ 
day It is th a t of being up to the tim es. 
O ther things being equal .Hie up-wlth- 
t he-tim es fa n n e r is found in tin* lead 
every 
day 
and 
everyw here- 
Soma 
farm ers are alw ay s w aiting for an op­ 
portunity, but th e re are oth ers w ho 
m ake a business of m anufacturing op­ 
portunities. A good and favorable sea­ 
son for crop grow ing is not th e only 
thing th a t pushes prosperity into a 
farm er’s doorw ay. L et th e farm er fol­ 
low his best judgm ent w ith an eye out 
for the m ain chance alw ays, and lit* is 
pretty ap t to succeed, provided Ids 
judgm ent is an intelligent judgm ent. 


claim ed to follow' storing m ay not be 
m ore th an th e tru th , but It is unneces­ 
sary. 
If a m an expects to sell dirt, and 
counts it a loss if lie dosn’t sell ten or 
fifteen pounds in every sack, lie had 
b etter not store his crop. Tboroughlv- 
ripe potatoes m ay he stored and kept 
until M arch I a t a loss not to exceed 5 
per cent. In order to do this, a m an 
m ust have a dugout in which he can 
control the tem p eratu re absolutely. It 
should be kept w ithin a range of six or 
eight degrees upw ard from 28 degrees 
above zero. The Field and F arm last 
week had a very good article on the 
construction o f potato cellars. 
M ore loss occurs from heating than 
from all other sources p u t together. 
A fter all. storing is a risky business. 
My plan fo r keeping seeds is this: As 
soon as th e w eather begins to get 
w arm in tile spring J spread the seed 
ou t about a good foot deep over the 
floor of th e dug-out and shovel It over 
aland once in ten days, to keep it cool. 
In th is w ay I am able to plant seed 
w hich is as solid and free from sp ro u ts 
as w hen it w as dug in the fall. How 
best to m arket potatoes is a question 
w ith every season. 
E very J e a r seem s 
to present som e Lew obstacle to this 
branch of the business. The greatest 
draw back is excessive tran sp o rtatio n 
rates. 
B ut the question proper is. shall a 
farm er sell to local dealers or ship his 
crop, at his own risk anil responslbil- 
ity? Strong com petition betw een loeal- 
ities has tended to cut down th e deal­ 
ers’ m argins until th ere is not big 
m oney in the business; at least. not in 
seasons like tile present. 
Yet, lf a 
farm er, or a num ber of farm ers, have 
a large q u an tity of first-ch sh potatoes. 
it will certainly pay them to ship. F o r 
m yself. I alw ays ship my copps, and 
m ake it pay me exceedingly well. Tho 
principal tiling, how ever, to be kept in 
m ind in selling pots toes is to never 
offer an y th in g but first-cia ss stock.—A. 
B. Fow ler, in Field and Farm . 


In le r fftln tf Soli Stu d ies. 
An exchange says: At one of the 
G erm an experim ent statio n s a num ber 
of galvanized iron l>oxes sixteen inches 
deep and all o f th e sam e size w ere 
sunk into the ground an d filled w ith a 
poor sandy soil. To one of these 1k>xcs 
w as added a certain q u an tity of fertil­ 
izer w hich w as thoroughly m ixed w ith 
ail th e soil. To another tin* sam e quan ­ 
tity w as added, but it w as mixed w ith 
tin* top half of the soil only. To a n ­ 
other the sam e quantity w as mixed 
w ith the top fourth of the soil only and 
som e boxes had no fertilizer added a t 
all. All of them w ere planted in eats 
of the sam e kind at one tim e and all 
w ere treated ju st alike. T he u n fertil­ 
ized 1k)X produced IO ounces of oats; 
th e box in which tin* fertilizer w as 
mixed wit Ii all the soil produced 474 
ounces; th e one m ixed t > h alf its d ’lith, 
52 ounces; au d the one m ixed to one- 
fourth its depth produced »U> ounces. 
T he conclusions d raw n are th a t tile 
productiveness of a soil depends quit,* 
as m uch on th e concentration of the 
plant food as upon th e q u an tity pres­ 
ent and th a t w here only a sm all q u an ­ 
tity of m anure is available it is best to 
concentrate it n ear the su rfa ce iii the 
drill or hill, and th a t deep coiture, 
w ithout increased m anuring, will re­ 
duce the yield. Of course, deep tilling 
is lM*st. if the soil is rich throughout its 
depth. 


K e e p i n g l o r n I n C r i b * 
D i.ring an ordinary season cern can 
i><* safety kept iii aln ost any kind of a 
crib th a t will pre\ ut th e e;ii>i touching 
tin* ground and keep off tin* rain. 
L ast 
year, how ever, w as an exception, and 
m uch corn wjis dam aged iii pens d u r­ 
ing the w inter and spring. 
M any ears 
w ere found to be lotted by Ju ly , aud 
others w ere soft aud unfit for m arket. 
To prevent a recurrence of tfiis trouble, 
tile pens should t’Ji3 season lie built iii ji 
dry place. All dam aged ta rs sh mid Im* 
throw n in the back end of the wagon 
w hen husking, and picked out before 
unloading. 
If allow ed to rem ain, they 
will not only injure surro tm d 'u g cars, 
but m ay s ta rt the entire crib to rotting. 
lf taken out now they eau be used as 
feed for cattle, and thus lie of som e 
value. W hen 
husking is com pleted, 
cover the rail cribs w ithout d d a y , anil 
see th a t th e cover tu rn s w ater. 
If 
heavy rains should com e this fall be­ 
fore tin* cribs are covered, m uch injury 
m ight result, o n ly a p art of th e av e r­ 
age co ra crop is kept in rail cribs, but 
11i is y ear it will take m uch extra room. 
w hich iii most places can be easily su p ­ 
plied by th e use of fence rails.- o ran g e 
Judd F an n er.

Iii the d airy an d In th e fru it regions 
t Hat it is a w onder th a t it is not more 
generally adopted w herever ice can be 
readily harvested. As we have som e­ 
tim es before said, a cold-storage w are­ 
house is constructed on tin* sam e prin­ 
ciple a s th a t w hich (‘liters into th e con­ 
struction o f a refrigerator. 
It need not 
Vi st m uch to cu rst m et such a build­ 
ing. and an Ice house in w hich to pre­ 
serve th e Ice. T hen we have control 
of o ur dairy products an d o u r fruit, 
w hich at tim es are m arketable only sit 
a heavy loss. T h e fruit th a t is w asted 
iii this country becco use it does not 
pay to m ark et it. and tin* dairy prod­ 
ucts Unit are sacrificed iii low m arkets, 
am ount to a bew ildering sum . 
Aud 
then, a cold storage w arehouse would 
enable th e farm ers to preserve and use 
m ore fresh m eats, w hich w ould lie con­ 
ducive to health. 
Yet w hole ponds of 
Ice a re never touched from y e a r to 
year. 
Both the con vt niem e and neces­ 
sity of ice In sum m er are constantly ig­ 
nored.

I have gardened and fan n ed fo r sev­ 
enteen years, an d have grow n 35,(MIO 
cabbages this season, they will average 
ten pounds p er head. Some weigh 
tw enty-tw o pounds. I can produce club 
root ut every plant, if I sn desire, and 
can avoid it entirely by exercising care. 
Too m uch decom posed vegetable m at­ 
te r xviii produce it. especially th a t of 
cabbage, but the w orst of it can be 
righted by a good application of 1111- 
slacked lim e. 
I had ten acres of corn, 
producing 2,150 bushels of esir corn. 
T his corn has been crossed for seven­ 
teen years, alw ays selecting the best 
fo r seed.

The sm all group of sun spots w hich 
first boca nu* visible on Sept, 9 on the 
w estern lim b, gradually increased un­ 
til they cam e com pletely into view 
about Sept. 13, w hen they xx’ore seen to 
extend in a long, stra ig h t stream , the 
sjiots in som e p a rts being so close to­ 
gether as alm ost to form a single rift 
in th e solar surface. As seen on Sept. 
IO, the group extended over som e 180,- 
000 railes, w ith ii breadth of about 35.- 
000 m iles, and it took tw o com plete 
days for the long procession to pass by. 
The principal axis of the group xvas in­ 
clined at an angle of ab o u t 15 degrees 
to tho suh’h equator; in the a fte rp a rt 
of th e group a decided tendency to 
segregation xvas noticeable, and by the 
19th a deep, dark nuclear spot had 
form ed a t tile head of the group, and a 
second large spot xvith largo double 
nucleus jihout one third of th e w ay 
dow n the group. A lthough this is olio 
of the longest continuous stream s of 
sun spots w hich have been observed, 
th e phenom enon w as not attended by 
any g reat m agnetic disturbances; but 
ju st before the last spots crossed the 
m eridian th ere w as a distinct d istu rb ­ 
ance, aud 
au ro ra 
borealis 
displays 
xvere noted in som e p arts of the coun­ 
try .—London Chronicle .

SILVER WEDDING CELEBRATION 


By One of the First Couples Married in 


Crnw Wing County. 


We are in receipt of a copy of the 
Danville (III.) Dahy News, containing 
au account of the sdver wedding 
celebration of Mr. and Mrs. Thomas 
B. Shoaff, who, it is claimed, was tbe 
first couple married in Crow W ing 
county. 
Speaking of the supper ser­ 
ved, the News said: 
“The dining room was beautiful in 
white roses, old silver aud ferns, and 
the supper was superb, being abou 
the same as the wedding supper ser­ 
ved at the Headquarters Hotel, Brain- 
erd? 
Minnesota, 
twenty live years 
ago.” 
Mr. Shoaff during the 
evening 
made quite an extended address in 
response to congratulations, portions 
of which we reproduce as au iatema- 
tion of what life in Brainerd in those 
early days meant. 
Mr. Shoaff, amoug 
other tbiugs, said: 
This evening brings vividly to my 
oiiud the scene of many years ago, 
when, witn a greater uervousness than 
I now possess, I stood before a 
minister wi»h the lady by my side, 
who is this night your hostess. 
It 
was iu the town of Brainerd, Mum , 
ttrcn an ambitious village of 400, now 
grown to a city of 20,000 inhabitants. 
Brainerd is suuated about 120 miles 
uorth of St Paul, on the Mississippi 
river aud Northern Pacific railroad, 
l'he country was wild and sparsely in­ 
habited and the little ohurch was 
nearly hid iu the luxuriant pines. 
It 
was built by Gov. Sm ith, of Vermont, 
aud other officials of the tuilroad. 
Probably I was one of its first janitors, 
for the day before the wedding 1 
swept the tioor, dusted the seats and 
rubbed my hand across the dirtiest 
panes. 
Then we had no wedding iu- ! 
vitatious with monograms requiring 
two envelopes to enclose tbe individ­ 
ual cards—that is, any iu reach of my 
purse by requisition on the large 
cities, 
Like all young meu I wrote 
for puces and when the quoted $30 
came, I concluded they were uot just 
what I wanted. 
Mrs. Shoaff went to 
the woods and upon the bark which 
she stripped from the birch trees, our 
weddings invitations were printed at 
the enormous expeuse of 25 cents. 
One of the lucidunts of that event, 
which might be worth giving at this 
time, is the fact that Mrs. Shoaff aud 
m yself were the first couple united in
